2 represtntaiive of Medallion Homes, Inc., in return for being Influenced in the perfomunce of 
official acts, to wit: influenclns the selection of Medallion Homes zs the provider of now homes 
purchased by Indian tribes witli HDP iunds and speciftcaDy influencing the granting of :hc 
September i4» 2001, approva] of the Rosebud Sioux Tribe's FY 2001 HIP rc-comraciing p^cfc^ge 
mvoWma ihc purchase of three manufactured homes from Medallion Hemes, in vloiation of iS 
U.S,C$20I(b)(2)(A).

Francis A. Joseph, to wit; influencing the selection of Medallion Homes as the provider of new 
homes purchased by Indian tribes with HDP funds, and speciiically infiucncing the graniing of the 
September 14, 200], approval of the Rosebud Sloax Tribe's FY 200 1 HIP rc-contracring package 
invcIviriL} ihe purchase of three manufaciurcd homes from Medallion Homes, in viola:ion of 18 
US.C §20 1 (c)(1)(B).
